ceding it.

Work In London Restaurant Done By 
Ex-Convicts 

London has a restaurant which is 
partly staffed by ex-convitts and men 
and boys who are on probation, the 
promoter being Arnold Hall, connect- 
ed with tae Howard League for Pen- 
al Reform and very much interested 
in the work of assisting ‘old lags” to 
reform. The results of this unusual 
venture are said to be satisfactory. 

Arnold Hall began in 1926 in a cel- 
lar, with a convict who had been 33 
years in prison, a large piece of cloth 
and himself. They did upholstery 
work until they had accumulated 
some money and: the present restaur-. 
ant grew from this small beginning’ 

“The thing works very harmonious- 
ly and the men are extremely hap- 
py,” Mr. Hall’ said. He explained ‘that 
the restaurant at whica from 80 to 
90 lunches are served every day is. 
not only giving the men their indus- 
trial opportunity, but it is providing 
an acid test os to their intentions to 
go straight. ” 

The men started with a wage of 
five shillings a week. and their lunch- 
es for a fortnight. ‘After’ that ‘they 
were given 25 ‘ghillitgs’ a week and 
later, if they are doing well, they | 
receive 35 shillings a week. Eventual- 
ly they are made waiters and receive 
18 shillings a week, their lunches, in- 
surance and about 25 shillings in tips,

Scientists Maintain Rare Meat Less 
- Nutritious’'Than Well Done ‘* 
Modern Samsons who attribute 
their muscular superiority solely to 
the fact that they munch their daily 
rat:on cf meat when it is raw, red 
and juicy, are all wrong, according 
to two British scientists, 

These two scientists assert that 
contrary to popular belief, underdone 
meat is less nutritious than the more 
thoroughly cooked. 

Other culinary customs, which have 
stood the test of a thousand years, 
are upset by the research workers, 
who declare that a hot oven is un- 
necessary for the initial stages of 
roasting, as the high -temperature 
does not form a juice-retaining pel- 
licle on the meat. 

Barbecue fans will thrill to the 
knowledge that meat roasted in the 
open ig more nutritious than in the 
oven, Roasting, grilling and frying 
are found to result in smaller losses 
of mineral salts than either steaminz 
or boiling. 

The two main losses result from 
cooking, shrinkage and loss of tae 
valuable mineral salts on which nutri- 
tion depends. The investigators say 
that overcooked meat contains, pound 
for pound, more protein and more fat 
than underdone.

The British Museum has _ phono- 
graph master discs on which, in the 
olden days of horn recording, were 
registered the voices of famous men 
now dead. Some time ago a number 
of people gathered to hear Lord Ten- 
nyson speak from a disc made many 
years ago. Only a jumble of sound 
resulted, and it was found the disc 
would have to be played on a phono- 
graph in use at the time it was made, 
but no such instrument ig in exist- 
ence. Engineers finally solved the 
problem, Putting the discon a mod- 
ern phonograph they played the old 
cylinder and converted the harsh and 
unintellgible sounds into minute elec- 
tric waves, which were then passed 
throigh tone filters and transferred 
to a new-master disc.

Michelson in 1927 after he had flash- 
ed light beams with mirrors from 
Mount Wilson to another nearby 
peak. :

World War Changed Everything 


An article appearing in the daily papers quite recently {Bld of a pro- 
fessor at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” showing 
that there have been no fewer than 902 major wars. since the year 500 
B.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 1914-1918, 
was eight times “greater” than all the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one. Stated another way this means that the four years of war, 
1914-1918, was eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding 2,400 years of the world’s history. 

If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to 
more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 
their origin in the World War, and that our troubles are not the result 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 
inherent weakness of that system, but that the cause is to be found in the 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting from that colossal struggle. : 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, and the urge to mass production, to which some peop'e attri- 
bute muca of the existing unemployment,—men replaced by machines. To 
the World War, also, can be directly traced the bringing of tens of millions 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then in great 
demand, and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial production of 
certain products in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to 
raise these things but imported them from other countries where their pro- 
duction was a natural process. 

The World War, too, is directly responsible for the development of 
that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which hag heen developed along €co- 
nomic lines in order to promote and strengthen political nationalism. It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the world 
grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th 
and first decade of the 20ta centuries that is at fault; rather, it has broken 
down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that 
economic system from functioning for the welfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear. 

That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval of the World War and 
continued to function. Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede the system waich came down from the 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, would have been 
shattered and the present’ outcry would be raised against it. 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must 
be met. It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one 


new system, whether it be political, economic, or social. The needed 
changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying cxist- 
ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suffering, and 
more particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression. Rather there must be a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having @ bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon a formula for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 
ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. Consequently, 
we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution 
of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their 
actiong and policies may have upon other nations. On the face of it, this 
is but a continuance of extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
outcome must be a still more acute realization that the nations cannot 
live unto themselves alone but must come together, and work together 
for their mutual advantage if they are not all to crash together. 

Narrow nationalism, born of war, can only end in war. And the next 
World War,—if it comes,—will far exceed in its magnitude and disastrous 
results to civilization even the great conflict of 1914-1918, tremendous in its 
repercussions as it has proven to be.

William Brown, Father Of Canadian 
Printing, Was Soon Forgotten 

William Brown, the father of Cana- 
dian printing, lies buried in a Quebec 
graveyard without. even a stone: to 
mark his resting place. 

Born in Scotland, the son of “laird 
of Langlands,” William Brown first 
went to the United States where he 
worked with Virginia planters and 
at the William and 
Mary College in that state, From col- 
lege he entered the printing house of 
William Dunlop of Philadelphia, a

jamin Franklin. This led to a promo- 
tion in 1760 to manage a printing 


plant in the Barbados, but finding

A Remarkable Invention 


Ray Demonstrated In London, Eng- 
land, Docs Many Wonderful 
Things 

One of the most remarkable inven- 
tions of the age has been secretly 
demonstrated: in London, Eng. It is 
a ray that will make flower-buds 
grow into flowers in a few minutes; 
take night photographs of objects 
several hundred yards distant; pene- 
trate the densest fog, and cure ea 
number of complaints. 

The ray upon which its inventor, 
Mr. A. E. W. Batchelor, has been 
working for the past ten years, is 
causing tremendous interest in many 
British industries, particularly those 
connected with horticulture. A demon- 
stration at the nurseries of a leading 
firm of scedsmen recently produced 
astonishing results. A pot of crocus 
bulbs whica had not even begun to 
show signs of flower buds, and which 
normally would have taken several 
days to bloom, were placed in the 
radius of the ray. Within ten min- 
utes their petals had appeared and 
spread themselves, 

“It is possible, materially, to in- 
crease the yields of all crops,” Mr. 
Batchelor said. “Clover, clover hay, 
cereals, roots and sugar heet can all 
be improved both as regards yields 
and food value, The maturing pro- 
perties of the ray are shortly to be 
extended to fruit and vegetables so 
that strawberries and fresh garden 
peas and beans out of season are all 
within the realms of possibility.’ 

One of the remarkable features of 
the ray is the ease with which it is 
claimed it penetrates darkness and 
the densest fog, clearly revealing ob- 
jects at several hundred yards dis- 
tant.

Its progress, however, 
was being retarded by too heavy tax- 
ation and the cost of maintaining so 
many Governments in the country 
was rapidly becoming unbearable. 

Morris W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in his address 
reviewed the outstanding features of 
the strong statement of the Bank. 
The feature of paramount importance 
in connection with the possible forma- | 
tion of a Central Bank, added Mr. ! 
Wilson, would be the quality of its) 
management. 


President's Address 


Sir Herbert S. Holt, President, in} 
moving the adoption of the Directors’ 
Report, said in part: 

The 64th Annual Report and Bal- 
ance Sheet submitted to you to-day, 
disclose the strong position of the 
bank. While Balance Sheet figures | 
are somewhat smaller than those of 
a year ago, this reflects a falling off 
in international deposits rather than 
contraction of Canadian business. In 
fact, a notable feature is an increase 
in Canadian Demand and Savings de- 
posits during the year. The liquid 
position ig eminently satisfactory. As 
you would expect, the restricted de- 
mand for commercial loans, and the 
resultant increase in our holdings of 
less remunerative asscts in the form 
of Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ment securities, has combined with 
other factors to reduce profits. In 
April last, the dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent. to 8 per cent., and 
the last three quarterly dividends 
have been paid at that rate. The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
business during the last six months, 
has already had a beneficial effect on 
earnings. 

Referring to tae situation in Can- 
ada, the President said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines. As soon as world trade com- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for Canadian raw ma- 
terials. Canadian exports increase 
substantially, surplus inventories dis- 
appear and greater activity in the 
principal exporting industries pro- 
vides additional employment with 4 
consequent improvement in purchas- 
ing power and domestic trade. This 
has been the sequence of events in 
Canada during the last six months.” 


The Railway Situation. 

Dealing with the situation of tae 
Government railways, Sir Herbert ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time for 
half measures had passed and that 
bold and courageous action was re- 
quired. He felt that the views +#x- 
pressed at the last Annual Mecting 
taat enforced co-operation between 
the two railway systems would not 
be a satisfactory remedy had bezn 
confirmed by the experience of the 
past year and is still of the opinion 
that the maximum of economy can 
only be obtained by some form of 
administrative amalgamation. 
* The President made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of Government- 
al debts and pointed out that the cost 
of maintaining too numerous govern- 
ments, Federal, Provincial and Muni- 
cipal, was becoming unbearable. He 
said: “Greater activity in business 
will reduce unemployment, produce 
increased revenues, and a reduction 
in disbursements for public relief. 
Advantage should be taken of these 
developments to reduce debts rather 
than increase expenditures.’ 


Conditions In Other Countries. 

In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view that 
the low point in the depression for 
most of the world was reached in the 
latter part of 1932, and since that 
time there has been a general in- 
crease in international trade. Refer- 
ence to the United States was made 
ag follows:—'While business in the 
United States commenced to improve 
about the middle of 1932 it later suf- 
fered a relapse due to their banking 
difficulties and the hesitation and un- | 
certainty which precede a change of | 
administration.

made. It ig difficult to analyze the 
effects of their policies and impossible 
to prophesy the outcome. Their cen- 
tral idea that an increase ‘in the 
price level must be obtained is sound 
common sense and is now quite gen- 
erally accepted as such throughout 
the world. At our Annual Meetings 
of the last three years we have em- 
phasized and re-emphasized the nec- 
essity for a higher price level. I sce 
no reason why it cannot be achieved 
in due course.” 

In closing Sir Herbert Holt said: 
“At our last Annual Meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indications 
pointed to the. initiation of a substan- 
tial recovery in 19383. This year it Is 
possible to go one step farther and to 
venture the opinion that we are now 
definitely on the up-grade. If we 
deal intelligently with the main prob- 
lems that confront us we can expact

General Manager’s Address. 
Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-Presidant 
and General Manager, in referring to 
the position of the bank pointed out 


| that liquid assets totalled $362,471,- 


000, and were equal to 655.7694 of 
public liabilities, compared with 
52.86% of the previous year. A not- 
able feature is that 24.26% of such 
liabilities is represented by cash and 
cash balances aggregating $157,699,- 
000. He mentioned the further inter- 
esting fact that in Canada current 
deposits increased about $17,000,000 
during the year and savings deposits 
were higher by $2,000,000. 

In discussing the proposed central 
bank he recalled the hope which he 
expressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that the Government would see fit to 
have the project examined by a body 
of’ experts and said: ‘The Royal 
Commission on Banking and Currency 
which was constituted last summer 
could not have been better chosen. 
Under the Chairmanship of Lord 
Macmillan their sittings in all parts 
of the country were notable for the 
freedom with which all possible evi- 
dence was received and for the pa- 
tience and tact displayed in dealin: 
with the material submitted. While 
I do not agree with the Report in its 
entirety I believe that a properly con- 
stituted Central Bank can be develon- 
ed as a useful adjunct to our banks 
ing system.” 

Note Issu>. 

Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations in 
the Report with respect to the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the note-issuing 
privileges of the Chartered Banks 
did not appear to be in the public 
interest. Retention of these privileges 
would not hamper the Central Bank 
in its efforts to control credit. (n 
this connection he quoted an editorial 
whica appeared in the London Econ- 
omist to the effect that the Central 
Bank would not be in the least weak- 
ened by allowing the Chartered 
Banks to retain their present issues 
under the present restrictions. Mr. 
Wilson went on to say: “I think, 
therefore, that we should view the 
elimination of bank note issues not as 
a step which must inevitably accom- 
pany the creation of a central bank 
but as a separate matter entirely. 
The rea] question is whether the Gov- 
ernment desire to have banking ser- 
vice maintained at many small points 
throughout the country or to appro- 
priate the revenue of note issues for 
themselves. I believe that the gain 
to the Government would not offset 
the loss to the public through cur- 
tailment of banking facilities. Un- 
questionably there are many places 
which could no longer support a 
branca bank if note issuing privileges 
were to be withdrawn. The operation 
of a number of small branches at a 
bare margin of profit is characterist’c 
of banking in this country. We have 
a system which in many of its aspects 
is native to the Dominion and prud- 
ence should prompt us to be very 
cautious {in advocating fundamental 
changes.” 

In conclusion Mr, Wilson said: "At 
our last Annual Mecting I ventured 
to suggest that the prospect of fur- 
toer improvement in the coming year 
was very much more hopeful than it 
was the previous year. That predic- 
tion has been borne out by subsequent 
developments. For the first time in 
years an attitude of quiet but confi- 
dent optimism is in evidence almost 
everywhere, Many problems still have 
to be solved but I have full confidence 
in the ability of Canada to share in 
the continued improvement in eco- 
nomic tonditions waich I believe lics 
ahead of us.”
